Washington, October 15.—While fina! 
decision was not reached by the fed- 
eral reserve board today on the pro- 
posal for a $150,000,000 loan by bank- 
ers to aid cotton producers, enough 
was accomplished to make it certain 
the board would assume general su- 
pervision of the fund if the plan should 
be carried out. The matter was dis- 
cussed at leneth at the board meet- 
ing today, and although it already has 
the approval of the board in principle, 
diffioulties as to details of adminis- 
tration of the fund were encountered 
which delayed final action.

They propose turning their quota over 
to the reserve board to be loaned to 
national currency associations or to 
federal reserve banks. To be useful, 
the fund must be in hand within thirty 
days, it was pointed out tonight, and 
reserve banks are practically elimi- 
nated from consideration. 

The question was raised tn the board 
today whether currency asso- 
ciations. created under the Aldrich- 
Vreeland act, are clothed with legal 
power to handle the fund. Further ef- 
forts will be made to straighten out 
these difficulties, and the New York 
bankers will be consulted.

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Will Appear ‘Before Grand 
Jury This Morning to Give 
Testimony in Regard to the 
Existence of Vice in City. 


Rigid investigations into the charges 
and counter charges made by Mayor 
Woodward and Chief’ Beavers in the 
recent reopening of Atlanta’s vice 
problem are to be made by such bodies 
as the Fulton grand jury and the po- 
lice committee of council in an effort 
to prove or disprove the startling al- 
legations that the city is infested with 
immoral resorts. 

Another accusation to be probed 
was that of Mayor Woodward that 
graftandcorruption were likely to ex- 
ist in the police department because 
of the vice crusade waged two years 
azo by Chief Beavers. The grand jury 
has already made it known that it will 
quiz the mayor, chief and members of 
the noted “vice squad” of police head- 
quarters. 

A secret meeting of the jury was 
held Thursday afternoon in the court- 
house, It was so exclusive that even 
the assistant district attorney, who is 
invariably present at grand jury con- 
ferences, was not included tn the meet- 
ing. Whether or not the vice situation 
was taken up is a matter kept close in 
the confidence of the grand jurors. 

Mayor Is Subpoenacd. 

A striking development of Thursday 
was the assertion by Chief Beavers 
that council handicapped him in his 
war against immorality by permitting 
women of bad repute to take out 
boarding house license. These women, 
he charged, gained the right to oper- 
ate boarding houses, and, upon going 
into business, converted their places 
into tenderloin resorts. 

Beavers also defied the council com- 
mittee which has these matters in 
charge by declaring that a number of 
these applicants for boarding house 
license were known by the members of 
the committee to be questionable 
characters, but that this knowledge 
did not influence the license-givers 
against granting permission to oper- 
ate. 

The grand fury has 
Chief Beavers, Chief Lanford and May- 
or Woodward to appear before them 
this morning at 10 o’clock at a special 
session to be held tn the courthouse. 
Other witnesses will also be. sub- 
poenaed, it is said. It is also reported 
that the jury will examine all mem- 
bers of the plain olothes “vice equad” 
in an effort to determine the vice 
status In Atlanta and to learn whether 
or not graft exists in the police de- 
partment. 

The chief issued the following state- 
ment yesterday: 

Chief’s Statement. 

“T know that many notorious women 
have been able to resume their im- 
moral operations by getting license 
from the council committee to operate 
‘boarding houses.’ [I can furnish names 
and addresses if necessary. I have 
much information and will be glad to 
turn it all»yover to the grand jury or 
any other investigating body.

VICTORY CLAIMED

Of the big battle in Poland the Rus- 
sian official report says there is no 
important change to record. Rome is 
again responsible for the report that 
the Russians have defeated the Ger- 
mans south of Warsaw, but this is be- 
lieved to refer to the fighting in which 
the Russians yesterday claimed to have 
pressed the Germans back. 

There has been more fighting south 
of Przemysl, in Galicia, on the Stry- 
Sambor-Medyka line, which disposes of 
the report that Lemberg has _ been 
evacuated by the Russians and also 
throws doubt on another report that 
Przemysl has been relieved. 

The Austrians say they are attack- 
ing the Russians in this position, while 
the Russian report claims victory over 
the Austrians from whom, it says, the 
Russians captured seven officers, 500 
men and several machine guns.

The work among ‘boys will be su- 
pervised and directed by men of experi- 
ence and training who are considered 
experts in their lines. 

Co-ordinated Plan. 

All activities will be organized and 
conductéd according to a co-ordinated 
plan, including religious, physical, so- 
cial and educational features, for indi- 
vidual development and training In 
service for others. These activities 
will include a standard of efficiency, 
friendly group competition, personal 
interviews and home visitation, organ- 
ized Bible study, mission study, train- 
ing classes, physical work, social gath- 
erings, camps and outings and various 
other activities which tend to the all- 
round development of Christian nmmn- 
hood. 

In recognition of

Y M.C.A. BUILDING 
OPENED THURSDAY 


Atlanta’s new Y. M. Cc. A. building, 
which was formally opened on Luckie 
street yesterday, is one of the most re- 
markable of such institutions in Amer- 
ica. No detail to make the building 
ideal for its purpose has been omitted. 

Here are some of the salient features 
of the new building: 

It is a twin building, one section of 
the structure being reserved for boys 
and the other section for men. : 

Fresh air, light, cleanliness and 
warmth pervade the entire building. 

Even the sub-basement is above 
ground. 

In the sub-basement giant filters fil- 
ter and refilter the water for the fine 
swimming pool. 

The 200-horsepower boilers are 
headed by smokeless grates, thus doing 
away with all smut. 

The boys’ swimming pool is 20x45, 
with a depth of 4 to 6 feet. 

Plenty of Shower Baths. 

The men’s swimming (pool is 24x60, 
with a depth of from 4 to 9 feet 

There are fifty-two shower baths ad- 
joining the pools. 

The baths are equipped with locker 
rooms. There is also a steam room 
for cleaning “gym” suits. 

On the same floor is a vault 
keeping records. 

In the basement below the dining 
room is a storeroom and a kitchen, 
equipped with dumb waiters. 

On the ground floor a perfect sys- 
tem for handling the “gym” suits for 
as many as 4,000 members has been 
worked out. The suit and towels of 
each member are Kept in individual 
baskets. After being used the suit is 
is used again. 

On the same floor is the masseur’s 
room with marble slabs, and adjoining 
it is a steam room. 

On the same floor its a barber shop. 

On the same floor is a game room 
for men, and adjoining it is the dining 
room for banquets. 

On the ground floor of the boys’ side 
of the building is the boys’ club. From 
the clubroom are entrances to the boys’ 
locker and shower rooms. This is a 
pioneer work on the part of Atlanta. 

On the same floor is a special room 
for boxing and wrestling. 

On the next floor are the gymna- 
siums, the like of which are not toe 
be found in America. 

Big Gymnasium. 

The men’s gymnasium, a room 50x80, 
is flooded with light and air from 
thirty-six windows. This gymnasium 
has a cork-carpeted running track, 
twenty-one laps of which make a mile. 

The main floor is of maple. 

There is a passageway between the 
men's and the boys’ gymnasiums, which 
gives a straightaway of 120 feet from 
wall to wall. 

The size of the boys’ 
40x60, and it is also 
lighted and ventilated. 

The physical directors in

The men’s lobby is given a home- 
like appearance by a huge log fireplace. 

The interior finishings are rich and 
colorful. 

An enormous plate glass window 
gives a full view of ,the entire gym- 
nasium from this lobby, or living room, 
and keeps out the noise.

On the second floor of the building is 
the general secretary's office. and ad- 
joining it in the men’s building is 
the directors’ room.

A gallery on this floor gives a view 
down into the men’s lobby below. 
Small Auditorium. 
boys’ side of the building is 
a small auditorium for classwork or 
for a moving picture show. Opening 
on the hallway which leads to this 
auditorium are six classrooms for the 
boys. Nearby is a kitchenette. where 
the boys can prepare and serve their 
own “spreads.” 

A camera clubroom for the boys is 
on the third floor. 

There are other 
floor.

There are two dormitories, accom- 
modating twelve men each, on the 
men's side of the third floor.

President Wilson Thinks That

Return to Normal. 


Washington, October 15.—The foreign 
trade of the United States shows slow 
but steady improvement, in the opin- 
ion of President Wilson, who told call- 
ers today he had learned through let- 
ters and personal talks that the de- 
mand for American goods abroad has 
shown a marked increase recently. The 
call for American-made cotton fabrics 
is particularly noticeable in Spain, the 
Scandinavian countries and in South 
America, he said.

FARMERS TO PLAN 
COTTON REDUCTION 


Meetings Called in Each 
County of State by Gov- 
ernor at Request of South- 
ern Food Crops Conference 


In accordance with a request from 
Charles J. Haden, chairman of the 
Southern Food Crops conference, Gov- 
ernor John M. Slaton on Thursday is- 
sued a proclamation calling upon the 
farmers and business men in every 
county in Georgia to meet in mass meet- 
ings in their respective qounty seats 
for the purpose of organizing to de- 
crease cotton production and increase 
the production of food crops, as well 
as to devise means of financing and 
marketing food crops. 

Chairman Haden’s request was au- 
thorized by a resolution adopted by 
the Southern Food Crops conference, 
asking the chairman to call upon the 
governors of all the cotton growing 
states to issue guch proclamations. 

The date set for these mass meet- 
ings is Saturday, October 24 The gov- 
ernor suggests that the ordinaries of 
the various counties act as chairmen 
of committees on preparatign, asso- 
clating with them such assistance as 
they may see fit. 

Haden's Telegram. 

The following is the telegram which 
Chairman Haden has sent to the gov- 
ernors of the cotton states: 

“Resolution of Southeastern Food 

Crops conference directs me to ask 

the governor of every cotton state 

to call the people in @ach cotton 

‘rowing erm | in mass meetings 

Saturday, October 24, at their re- 

spective county seats, to organize 

farmers and business men to de- 
crease cotton and _ increase food 
crops and prepare for financing 
and marketing food crops, and for 
all other welfare purposes, and to 
name a committee of three or more 
in each county to arrange the pre- 
liminaries of meetings. Kindly 
write me names of chairmen of 
committees thus appointed by you. 
(Signed) “Cc. J. HADEN, 
‘Ohairman Southern Food Crops Con- 
ference. 
“Atlanta, Ga. October 7, 1914.” 
Governor's Answer. 

The following is Governor Slaton's 
proclamation: 

“Whereas, 
to a great

extent destroyed the mar- 
ket for cotton, thereby inflicting upon 
our section a blow such as it has not 
experienced since the civil war, and 

“Whereas, it is universally agreed 
that it would be suicidal for our farm- 
ers to continue the planting of cot- 
ton to the exclusion of food crops, and 

“Whereas, crop reduction may . be 
brought about only by free co-opera- 
tion among the representative classes 
of our community, rather than by leg- 
islative action which would imperil our 
constitutional liberties, and 

“Whereas, the Southeastern Food 
Crops conference has suggested that 
mass meetings be held in every cot- 
ton producing county on Saturday, Oc- 
tober 24, to organize the farmers and 
business men in a joint effort to de- 
crease cotton production, increase food 
crops, prepare for financing and mar- 
keting the same and for the general 
welfare. 

“Now, therefore, I, John M. Slaton, 
governor of the state of Georgia, being 
in strong sympathy with this move- 
ment and wishing to give it all the of- 
ficial encouragement within my power, 
do aereby designate Saturday, Octo 
ber 24, for such mass meetings to be 
held in the various county sites of this 
State. I suggest that the ordinaries 
of the respective counties act as chair- 
}men of committees on preparation, 
naming such associates as they see fit. 
I urge that all classes lend a hand in 
maxing these meetings a  success- 
farmers, bankers, merchants 
lawyers. 

“Cotton growers should be pledged 
| to reduce the acreage planted to at 
' least one-half of the present planting, 
and enlarge the food crops. 
| “Merchants and bankers should co- 
| operate by pledging themselves to lend 
, credit and financial assistance only to 
such farmers as will agree to said acre- 
age reduction. Lawyers can assist in 
the preparation of such contracts be- 
tween the parties concerned as will be 
legally binding. 

_"“The people of the great etate of 
Georgia have never yet been found

quires courage, patience, self-reliance 
‘and mutual helpfulness to meet the 
present crisis.

A MARKET FOR FOODSTUFFS. 

There is a farmer in Marietta who has a 
carload of cowpea and millet hay which he 
Mr. L. A. Niven ‘tells about 
it in a communication published today. He 
tells how he sought to find a market for it 
with Atlanta dealers, and yet, despite the 
fact that it is one of the best qualities of 
hay obtainable, the Atlanta merchants 
turned it down, even at a lower price, be- 
cause their demand is for what is known as 
timothy hay, which costs the consumer sev- 
eral dollars a ton more. 

Mr. Niven sees in this a serious problem 
for the farmer who must devote himself 
more tg foodstuffs and less to cotton; and 
it is serious to the extent that we have 
formed a habit growing out of the all-cotton 
fetich—-the purchase of our foodstuffs from 
The city man has been educated 
to timothy hay; the name has become a by- 
word with him; he has fed his stock and 
cattle upon it all his life; he buys what he 
has been educated to, and rejects the higher 
quality with which he is not familiar. 

But it is not with the city trade that the 
farmers have first to deal. The farmer him- 
self knows the value of peavine and millet 
hay, and before he complains of inability to 
find a market for it in the city—we are 
speaking generally and not of the particular

Editor Constitution: I believe in the re- 
striction of the 1915 cotton acreage. I be- 
lieve it should be. restricted by the Lee 
county plan, or possibly this in connection 
with state legislation, reducing it 50 per 
cent as compared to that of 1914. But what 
will this bring about? It will find a large 
production of hay and other products for 
Sale by southern farmers, and they will 
have no market for them. Of course, you 
know all this. But the point is this: I 
know a man near Marietta who has a car 
load or more of real high-grade hay. Part 
of ‘it is made up of cowpeas and millet; the 
other is oats hay cut and cured in the dough 
Stage, and all of it baled. I have seen this 
hay, and it was cured and baled without a 
drop of rain having touched it, and it is 
as fine hay as I have ever seen. 

This man asked me if I 
market for his hay in Atlanta. I 
communication with one or more of the 
wholesale dealers in Atlanta and they in- 
formed me that they were paying $22.50 for 
Timothy hay, but did not want this cowpea 
hay, or the millet hay the oats hay at 
any ‘price. 

Now, I do not blame these Atlanta whole- 
Sale men for not buying it, because they 
buy what they can sell. You no doubt know 
that cowpea hay or oats hay, either one, Is 
far superior in food content to that of Timo- 
thy hay; yet we find people in the towns, 
in the country and everywhere else buying 
Timothy hay at anywhere from $22.50 to 
$30 a ton. and refusing to pay $15 to $18 a 
ton for hay grown at home that is far 
superior to the Timothy. What in the world 
is the matter? Why will sensible people do 
these things? I confess to you that I can't 
answer this question. I was born*’and reared 
on the farm, and if I know anything it is 
something of farm work. When this man 
near Marietta asked me to find a market 
for his hay I hadn't the slightest doubt in 
the world but that I could find a market 
for it. IL thought possibly he would have to 
take $3 to $5 a ton less for it than they 
were paying for Timothy, but I never dream- 
ed that I couldn't find a market for it. But, 
bless my soul! They don’t want it at any 
price, Yet, everybody is howling, “Don't 
erdw cotton. Grow hay. Grow corn, wheat 
or ‘oats, rye, etc.” Now, what-in the world 
is the poor farmer going to do next year 
if he grows a record-breaking crop of this 
stuff and can’t find a marxet for it? Here 
is one of the serious obstacles we are up 
against. We have got to find a way of solv- 
ing this probl4ém. We are traitors to our- 
selves if we go ahead and urge and prac- 
tically push the farmers to grow these crops, 
like hay, when we know they can't find a

and for practical reasons, for the-gov- 
ernment of the United States to aid 
as a purchaser of cotton or as 
a lender upon it as security. Much 
valuable time has been lost in pursuing 
this phantom hope, and the sooner our 
people abandon the chase the better. 
If anything is to.be done toward cre- 
ating an artificial market, such action 
be taken by the southern states 
for t&emselves. 

“Senater Bankhead’s plan does not 
provide for any new or additional in 
debtedness, but seeks to change the 
form of liabilities already incurred by 
converting individual debts into obli- 
gations of the state. 


Artificial Market. 


“When he proposes that the state 
of Alabama purchase one-half of all 
tne cotton actually grown within her 
borders at a price representing wha 
is probably the average cost of produc 
tion—10 cents per pound—and that pay- 
ment be made by an issue of 4 per cent 
bonds, payable on or before three years 
after date, he points out the way to 
esteblish an artificial market, by means 
of which the cotton surplus in Alabama 
can be carried over beyond the danger 
point, and he has, in my opinion, sug- 
gested the most practicable way of se- 
curing immediate and effective relief. 

“I have taken occasion to ask job- 
bers and bankers in various sections of 
the country for their views, and I do 
not believe that any creditor of an 
Alabama farmer or merchant would 
to take these Alabama cot- 
ion bonds in liquidation of obligations, 
in most cases the only security

CALL FOR THE CAPITAL 
OF U.S, RESERVE BANKS 


Federal Board Takes Decisive 
Action to Inaugurate the 
New System. 


Washington, October 15.—The federal 
reserve board took decisive action to- 
night to hasten the opening of the 
twelve federal reserve banks :‘by an- 
nouncing its determination to call at 
once the first installment of suDscrip- 
tions to the capital of these banks. 
The payments will be due November 2. 

The board also decided that all of the 
banks shall be opened simultaneously. 
No date has been set for the opening, 
but in view of today’s action it was be- 
lieved that they will be in operation 
by November 145. 

At the conclusion of the meeting of 
the board Secretary McAdoo issued this 
statement: 

“At the meeting of the federal re- 
serve board today it was determined 
to cal! the first installment of the cap- 
ita] stock of the federal reserve banks, 
the same to be payable on the 2d of 
November. The directors of each of 


the twelve federal reserve banks have | 
been called to meet the federal r t 
board in Washington on the 20th of 
October for a general discussion bo the 
final details of the organization the 
several federal reserve banks. After 
thatconference the definite date when 
the federal banks will be established 
for business will be announced. It ie | 
the purpose of the board to have all of 
the federal reserve banks open eimul- | 
taneously.” 
The first payment by each bank will 
amount to per cent of its combined 
capital and surplus. The total which 
may ‘be required of each bank under 
the law is 6 per cent of its capital and 
surplus. One-half of this amount is 
to be called by the reserve board at 
stated intervals, and the remaining 8 
per cent is subject to call if needed.

Tax on Patent Medicines Strick- 
en, But Tax Imposed on Ship- 
ments of Newspapers. 


October 16.—Despite 
efforts of southern senators to divert 
discussion to cotton relief legislation, 
the senate made material progress to- 
day on the war revenue bill. Many 
important sections were agreed to after 
the proposed amendment authorizing a 
$250,000,000 bond issue to aid cotton 
producers had been debated and a vote 
deferred. 

The senate agreed to strike out the 
tax on proprietary medicines, origi- 
nally proposed by the senate commit- 
tee, and revised the administrative sec- 
tions of the bill to accord with this 
amendment. The revised section tax- 
ing the shipment of newspapers was 
agreed to, and an amendment inserted 
exempting from the stamp taxes mem- 
Orandum of agreements under which 
Betock certificates are deposited as col- 
lateral for loans. 

Two new amendments were present- 
ed, but consideration went over until 
tomorrow. They dealt with the to- 
bacco and wine schedules. These, with 
the cotton controversy, were the most 
important proposals still pending when 
the senate recessed tonight. 

The amendment relating to the ship- 
ments of newspapers provides that no 
bill of lading be required on express 
and freight shipments, and that all 
bumdles in any single train or convey- 
ance should be considered as one ship- 
ment, publishers to issue monthly 
statements as to such, and to attach 
necessary stamps to these stipulations. 
The amendment exempts from tax 
newspapers shipped within the county 
of publication.

The convention came to a close to- 
light after the election of officers and 
the adoption of a resolution calling 
upon the interstate corm rece commis- 
sion to grant rate increases sought by 
the railroads. Unless railroad and 
transportation interests, it was con- 
tended, could be made prosperous, and 
“confidence in the stability of their se- 
curities restored and maintained, no 
permanent relief from existing condi- 
tions can expected,”

HE KILED ARCHDUME 


Rome, October 15.—Additional details 

have been received here of the arraign- 
| ment at Sarajevo Tuesday of Cavrio 
| the assassin of Archduke 
' Francis Ferdinand of Austria, together 
Prinzip’s wife and twenty-one 
alleged accomplices in the crime. 

According to these details, Prinzip, 
in addition to having admitted that he 
shot the archduke, declared that far 
from repenting for his deed, he is proud 
of it. It is not a crime, 
his object was not to kill a man, 
to show the world the desperation to 
which the whole Slav population under 
Austria had been reduced. 

“After the Slavs had tried by every 
means, legal and illegal, to obtain jus- 
tice ahd recognition of their rights,” 
Prinzip said, “Austria continued to 
trample on their nationality, language, 
culture, religion and everything 
the Slav nation, as a whole, or tamilies, 
individuals, considered most sacred. 
all the weapous at its disposal. 

“The moment arrived when rebellion 
was a duty, when the only thing pos- 
sible was to protest by striking at the 
individual who incarnated such a des- 
potic, retrograde ane cruel organiza- 
tion.’ Prinzip declared. 

The prisoner grew 
proceeded, declaring 
more a criminal than those Hunga- 
rians, Italians, l’oles or Irishmen, “who 
because of the same distressing con- 
ditions in their countries during the 
nineteenth century, followed Kossuth, 
Mazzini, Mieroslavski and Daniel 
(Connell in attacking tyrants and 
tyranny, regardless of the means they 
used.’ 

Prinzip admitted that he regretted 
the death of the archduke’s wife. He 
said he alone was responsible for the 
assassination and that the others ac- 
cused with him were more unconscious 
instruments than thinking factors in 
the crime.
